Dr.  Mark  Johnson 
will  be  leaving  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  after  the  spring  se¬ 
mester.  Johnson  has  taught  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  for  six  years 
and  in  that  time  he  has  been 
in  the  Philosophy/Religion 
department  and  in  most  of  the 
Cores.  In  fact,  Johnson  is 
currently  the  Core  1  Director. 

Johnson  has  accepted 
a  position  teaching  moral  the¬ 
ology  at  Marquette  Univer¬ 
sity.  His  duties  will  include 
both  teaching  and  research. 
Johnson  said,  “I’m  going  to 
do  what  I’m  doing  now  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  and  more.”  In 
fact,  Marquette  usually  re¬ 
quires  professors  to  publish  a 


book  or  article  in  order  to  gain 
tenure.  “On  the  other  hand, 
if  you  publish  great  books  and 
can’t  teach  you  will  not  re¬ 
ceive  tenure,”  Johnson  said. 

“My  work  at  Saint 
Joseph’s  will  enable  me  to  do 
better  at  Marquette  than  if  I 
had  went  straight  to  there,” 
Johnson  said. 

The  “specialization” 
of  Marquette’s  Theology  De¬ 
partment  is  one  of  the  criteria 
Johnson  based  his  decision 
on.  Johnson  also  says  there 
is  more  of  an  opportunity  to 
participate  in  contemporary 
theological  debates  while  at 
Marquette.  There  are  40 
undergrad  students  and  140 
graduate  students  as  com¬ 


pared  to  less  than  twenty-five 
students  in  the  Philosophy/ 
Religion  Department  here. 

“Only  for  a  job  like 
this  would  I  leave  Saint  Joe’s. 
Marquette  offers  Catholic 
education.  I  would  not  leave 
Saint  Joseph’s  for  a  secular 
college,”  Johnson  said. 

Marquette  and  Mil¬ 
waukee  offers  a  better  job 
market  for  Johnson’s  wife  and 
offers  total  Catholic  educa¬ 
tion  for  their  son. 

Finally,  Johnson  has 
this  to  say,  “I  will  sincerely 
miss  the  faculty  and  I’m  not 
leaving  with  bad  feelings. 
Rensselaer  and  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  is  a  wonderful  place 
to  be.”

SJC  library:  time  to  move 
forward  into  the  1990s 


While  at  the  Model 
United  Nations  Security  Coun¬ 
cil,  I  had  an  opportunity  to  visit 
Manchester  College's  library.  I 
have  worked  in  the  library  here 
at  Saint  Joe  since  my  Freshman 
year,  which  probably  added  to 
my  surprise  at  how  nice  their  li¬ 
brary  is. 

Manchester's  library  is 
very  spacious  and  well-lit.  As 
you  have  probably  noticed.  Saint 
Joe  is  neither  of  these.  Unlike 
SJC's  library,  there  is  also  plenty 
of  room  and  comfortable  chairs, 
that  are  relatively  isolated,  for 
patrons  to  lounge  in  while  they 
read.  As  you  know,  the  reading 
space  in  the  Saint  Joe  library  is 
reserved  mostly  for  the  front 
reading  room  which  is  noisy  and 
crowded  and  the  basement, 
which  is  dark  and  hot. 

Many  people  may  not 
notice,  but  when  prospective 
students  are  given  tours  at  our 
library,  they  are  rarely,  if  ever, 
taken  back  into  the  stacks.  Per¬ 
haps  this  is  due  to  a  lack  of  time 
OR  maybe  it  is  because  the 
stacks  are  crowded,  dark,  dusty 
and  hot— basically  unappealing 
and  uncomfortable. 

Manchester's  student 
body  is  about  the  same  size  as 
Saint  Joe’s  and  they  spend  about 
the  same  amount  of  money  on 
their  overall  library  expenses, 
but,  as  Jody  Watkins  told  me, 
according  to  the  1995-96  Ameri¬ 
can  Library  Directory,  their  li¬ 
brary  holds  almost  40,000  more 
books  and  subscribes  to  44  more 
periodicals  (the  library's  mate¬ 
rials  budget  was  cut  by  $10,000 
this  year,  so  a  lot  of  our  periodi¬ 
cal  subscriptions  were  can¬ 
celed). 

As  for  our  book  collec¬ 
tion,  as  most  of  the  students  I 
help  in  the  library  will  attest  to, 
most  of  them  are  terribly  out¬ 
dated.  I  am  not  a  professor,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be 
difficult  to  educate  students  in 
the  1990s  when  the  materials  are 
from  the  1 960s,  if  they  are  to  be 
found  at  all. 

When  I  asked  President 
Shannon  his  opinion  about  the 
library  situation,  he  told  me  that 
he  has  dreams  of 


building  a  "virtual  library"  that 
would  be  "an  electronic  gateway 
to  information  sources  around 
the  world."  Of  course,  he  adds 
that  these  dreams  are  destined, 
at  least  for  the  time  being,  to  re¬ 
main  dreams  due  to  lack  of 
funds. 

Now  that  the  Core  build 
ing  has  been  built,  the  next 
project  under  consideration  is 
the  building/renovation  of  resi¬ 
dence  halls.  I  agree  that  con¬ 
struction  of  the  Core  building 
was  a  necessity  for  the  institu¬ 
tion  and  I  agree  that  some  of  the 
dorms  are  in  need  of  renovation, 
BUT,  the  fact  remains  that  our 
library  is  also  in  dire  need. 

I  think  the  state  of  our 
library  says  a  lot  about  the  pri¬ 
orities  of  this  college,  its  alumni, 
and  its  administration.  I  suppose 
if  the  alumni  prefer  to  see  their 
money  go  to  sports,  that's  their 
prerogative,  but  the  purpose  of 
this  school  is  to  educate.  As 
such,  it  is  sage  to  say  that  edu¬ 
cation  should  be  the  number  one 
priority  of  this  institution.  Un¬ 
fortunately  for  the  pocketbook 
of  this  institution,  educational 
materials  and  a  suitable  environ¬ 
ment  in  which  to  use  those  ma¬ 
terials  is  an  essential  part  of  edu¬ 
cation. 

The  library  staff  does  a 
tremendous  job  with  what  little 
resources  they  have  to  work 
with.  What  little  money  the  li¬ 
brary  gets  from  the  administra¬ 
tion,  donors,  and  grants  is  put  to 
good  use.  The  Infotrac,  CD 
Newsbank,  and  PALNI- 
Netscape  computers  are  all  very 
helpful  for  research.  Interlibrary 
loan,  although  slow,  is  also  use¬ 
ful.  The  library  staff  can  locate 
practically  anything  a  student 
would  want,  whether  it  can  be 
found  in  our  library  or  not. 

Of  course,  this  does  not 
change  the  fact  that  our  library 
is  dark,  crowded,  and  hot  and  its 
materials  are  limited  and  out¬ 
dated.  I  hope  that  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  those  who  donate 
money  to  this  college  will  re¬ 
evaluate  what  is  truly  important 
to  this  institution:  the  education 
of  its  students.

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Accesses  to  computer  labs  changed

Since  the  opening  of 
the  Rev.  Charles  Banet, 
C.PRS.  Core  Education  Cen¬ 
ter,  students  may  have  noticed 
several  changes.  Not  only 
have  most  of  the  classes 
moved  to  the  new  building, 
but  also  the  computer  labs  in 
the  Science  building  and  the 
Computer  Center  have 
opened  up,  allowing  for  more 
access  to  students  not  en¬ 
rolled  in  computer  classes. 

Although  there  are 
thirty-one  75  MegaHertz 
Pentium  processor  computers 
with  16  Megs  of  RAM  and 
540  Meg  hard  drives  in  the 
new  Core  classroom,  it  will 
be  used  only  as  a  classroom 
during  this  school  year.  It 
may  open  up  and  have  super¬ 
vised  lab  hours,  as  does  the 
Science  219  lab,  but  trying  to 
manage  the  machines  and 
equipment  with  security  and 
keeping  people  from  making 
changes  from  one  class  to  the 
next  will  be  difficult  to  man¬ 
age  in  a  lab  situation  accord¬ 
ing  to  Computer  Administra¬ 
tor  Bruce  Mathew,  because 
the  Core  classroom  is  differ¬ 
ent  from  Science  2 1 9  because 
it  is  more  Windows-capable 
than  219.  The  same  applica¬ 
tions  are  being  used,  and  net¬ 
work  capabilities  are  the 
same,  but  the  classroom  in  the 
Core  building  will  allow  pro¬ 
fessors  to  do  more  with  the 
overhead  projector  and 


soundcards  down  the  road. 

“The  computer  class¬ 
room  in  the  Core  Building  is 
very  nice,  but  it  was  not  de¬ 
signed  to  become  a  public 
lab,”  Mathew  stated.  A  com¬ 
mittee  is  still  debating  on 
whether  the  room  will  be¬ 
come  a  lab  or  not  because 
some  of  the  applications  work 
only  in  that  room.  “There 
won’t  be  many  open  hours  [in 
the  Core  classroom].  It  will 
be  supervised,  as  in  'if  the  stu¬ 
dent  is  not  in  the  class,  he  or 
she  cannot  come  in.”  And,  as 
availability  in  the  Science  219 
and  Upstairs  labs  opens  up, 
plans  are  to  phase  out  the 
SLUPO  lab  and  get  rid  of  the 
old,  outdated  computers  in 
there. 

Faculty  members 
whose  offices  are  in  the  Core 
building  have  been  given  new 
computers  similar  to  the  ones 
in  the  new  classroom;  how¬ 
ever,  these  new  computers 
have  Microsoft  office  and  CD 
capabilities  not  available  to 
students  using  the  computers 
in  the  Core  classroom.  Also, 
new  laser  printers  have  been 
added  to  the  second  floor  of 
the  Core  building  for  faculty 
and  the  computer  classroom. 
New  software  is  also  being 
made  available  to  students 
and  faculty,  yet  Textra  will 
remain  on  the  system.  Any 
changes  involving  the  re¬ 
moval  of  Textra  and  chang¬ 
ing  the  software  will  take 


place  over  the  summer,  not 
during  this  school  year. 

One  of  the  changes 
students  will  see  when  they 
login  is  Netscape  access.  Stu¬ 
dents  have  been  granted 
Netscape  access  for  a  period 
of  time  during  which  admin¬ 
istrators  will  evaluate  its  use. 
Netscape  causes  a  lot  of  traf¬ 
fic  that  the  main  computers 
on  campus  may  not  be  able 
to  handle.  It  is  turned  on  now, 
but  if  there  is  any  serious 
overloading,  Netscape  will  be 
turned  off  until  the  computer 
system  is  updated  with  big¬ 
ger,  better  machines.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  unknown  whether 
updating  the  computers  will 
occur  next  month  or  next 
summer. 

Some  students  and 
faculty  members  may  be  con¬ 
cerned  about  the  access  to 
certain  files  on  the  Netscape, 
such  as  those  containing  por¬ 
nography,  which  have  caused 
controversy  throughout  the 
world. 

“We  have  to  consider 
that  everyone  on  campus  is  an 
adult;  they  must  be  reason¬ 
able  and  use  their  heads  in 
these  situations,”  Mathew 
said.  While  Saint  Joseph's 
can’t  censor  what  students  are 
looking  at  on  Netscape,  they 
can  put  pressure  on  the  people 
and  organizations  providing 
the  services  to  Netscape  if  it 
becomes  an  issue  here  on 
campus.

On  the  part  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty,  there  were  nothing  but 
positive  responses.  Father 
James  Froelich,  who  has  at¬ 
tended  lectures  and  presided 
over  classes  in  the  new  build¬ 
ing,  said  that  the  new  facility 
was  “marvelous,”  although 
he  went  on  to  say  that  he 
hopes  that  the  technology  in 
the  Shen  Auditorium  doesn’t 


had  a  similar  opinion  of  the 
new  facility.  “I  was  waiting 
for  the  building,  but  I  didn’t 
know  it,”  said  Chattin. 
Chattin  has  a  class  in  the 
Courtney  Auditorium,  which 
is  also  called  the  mini-lecture 
hall.  He  commented  that 
“teaching  in  the  mini-lecture 
hall  made  me  realize  what 
was  missing  from  my  teach¬ 
ing  technique.”  Lastly, 
Chattin  asserted  that  the  Core 
Building,  with  its  different 
environments  and  styles  of 
classrooms,  will  force  the  fac¬ 
ulty  to  consider  their  teach¬ 
ing  styles.  “Some  of  us  have 
been  teaching  in  the  Science 
Building  for  a  long  time,  and 
the  move  to  the  Core  build¬ 
ing  will  force  the  faculty  to 


consider  the  question  ‘Is  this 
the  best  way  that  I  could  be 
teaching  this?’  The  Core 
Building  offers  faculty  the 
opportunity  to  do  something 
different.” 

Finally,  Maureen 
Montgomery  also  thinks  that 
the  Core  Building  was  worth 
the  wait.  She  also  spoke  to 
the  transcendental  nature  of 
the  new  building.  “It  repre¬ 
sents  a  commitment  to  edu¬ 
cation,  a  commitment  to  SJC 
and  a  commitment  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  and  visitors  to 
SJC.” 

The  students  were 
similarly  pleased  with  the 
Core  Building.  Freshman  Joe 
Masterson  said  that  it  was 
“awesome,"  and  that  the  new 
building  was  giving  him 
“good  vibes.”  He  also  said 
that  the  new  lecture  hall  was 
“definitely  high-tech.  Really 
state-of-the-art.” 

Sophomore  Matt 
Jenks,  who  has  attended  two 
lectures  in  the  Shen  Audito¬ 
rium,  said  that  the  new  tech¬ 
nology  in  the  Core  Building 
will  help  the  lecturers  and 
presenters  illustrate  their  the¬ 
ses  and  points  better.  Jenks 
then  went  on  to  comment  that 
he  “liked  the  chairs.” 

Although  he  likes  the 
facility  overall,  Junior  Brian 
DiPaolo  says  that  the  techno¬ 
logical  advances  in  the  lectur¬ 
ing  process  will  only  facili¬ 
tate  the  presentation.  They 
will  not,  however,  make  a 
poorly  constructed  lecture 
better. 

As  all  of  us  listen  to 
or  give  lectures  in  the  Shen 
Auditorium,  attend  our  Core 
discussion  groups  in  the  new 
classrooms,  or  move  into  our 
new  offices,  we  must  con¬ 
sider  what  this  new  building 
means  to  us.

Belkum  said.  “It’s  small  and 
I  feel  I  would  get  lost  at  a  big 
school.  In  general  I  like 
America,  too,  but  the  rules  are 
a  little  more  strict.” 

As  far  as  basketball 
goes,  the  Biology-Chemistry 
major  has  so  far  been  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  players  and 
the  coaching  staff.  He  cites 
the  amount  of  time  and 
money  put  into  sports  in 
America  as  the  greatest  dif¬ 
ference  between  basketball  in 
this  country  and  the  Nether¬ 
lands. 

“In  Holland  I  would 


practice  three  times  a  week 
for  two  hours  at  a  time  and 
play  one  game  a  week,”  van 
Belkum  said. 

When  compared  to 
the  twenty  hours  a  week  put 
in  at  Saint  Joseph’s  it  sounds 
like  enough  to  scare  someone 
off.  Van  Belkum,  however, 
seems  to  have  risen  to  the  oc¬ 
casion  and  is  having  a  lot  of 
fun.
